last ‘Thursday evenings the Art 
Club sponsored a showin of “under- 
Ground movies” which were weird as 
much as ensrossin;s. Under round 
movies seer to have this tendency 
or drawins people to see then be-~- 
cause of the hint of the sub rosa 
in the caption “underground”, Actu- 
ally after the filmgoer is into the 
viewing process he finds himself 
confronted with frank (but not il1l- 
icit) depic tions of life, Indeed 
many of the films are almost sermons 
upon contemporary life as viewed by 
the director. This is an aspect of 
film not found in hollywood films 
--for fear of boring the audience 
and thus losing money. At times the 
"art" is lost in these ftims by the 
too frequent heavy-handed morality 
which literally picks the viewer up 
out of his seat, shakes him around 
a bit, and then drops him on the 
floor,
